Congress Hears Survivor Benefits 
Expansion Plan; Pentagon Still Silent 


FTER more than four years of un- 

broken silence from the Pentagon, 

Congress is considering a proposal to 
expand the Survivor Benefits Act. 

The measure, HR 3352, sponsored by 
Representative James B. Utt (R-Calif), 
would make benefits of the Act available 
to families of thousands of career mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces who die after 
retirement or who are retired on at least 
50% disability. 

Congressman Utt has championed the 
proposal every year since 1957 but has 
found no support at the Defense De- 
partment. Pentagon leaders steadfastly 
have refused either to endorse or reject 
the plan. This refusal to file a “report” 
with the House Veterans’ Affairs Com- 
mittee had foreclosed all hope for con- 
sideration of the measure in the past. 

Now, however, the Veterans’ Affairs 


Subcommittee on Compensation and 
Pension has elected to act without wait- 
ing for receipt of the Pentagon's views. 
In hearings on 25 April, the proposal 
won strong endorsement from repre- 
sentatives of the Retired Officers Asso- 
ciation, the Commissioned Officers As- 
sociation of the Public Health Service, 
the Association of Commissioned Officers 
of the Coast & Geodetic Survey, and 
Military Survivors, Incorporated. 
RAdm. Harold A. Houser, USN-Ret., of

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Sec’y McNamara Bans “Pet Projects” Actions At Capitol 


ECRETARY of Defense Robert S. Mc- 

Namara has told the Services to 
stop selling their “pet projects” on 
Capitol Hill. 

He also has taken steps to see that 
top Pentagon officials “respond immedi- 
ately and substantively” to all Congres- 
sional inquiries. 

Both developments are revealed in 
hearings released by the House Military 
Appropriations Subcommittee. The testi- 
mony discloses that Secretary McNamara 
has charged his senior assistants with 
numerous new responsibilities. 

He has directed: 


e Assistant Secretary of Defense Paul 
Nitze (International Security Affairs) to 
set up a new staff to conduct politico- 
military studies. 

e Assistant Secretary Carlisle P. 
tunge (Manpower) and Assistant Secre- 
tary Charles J. Hitch (Comptroller) to 
investigate “overstaffing” in headquar- 
ters activities. 

e Assistant Secretary Arthur Sylves- 
ter (Public Affairs) to strengthen super- 
vision and control over public affairs 
activities and remove “barriers to the 
free flow of information.” 

Details about the “pet projects” move 


are contained in a statement furnished 
to the committee by Norman S. Paul, 
Secretary McNamara’s Assistant for 
Legislative Affairs. 

Mr. Paul noted that “Congress several 
years ago established a limitation on the 
amounts which may be spent for liaison 
activities of the Department of Defense.”

budgetary ceilings. He asked Congress to 
remove the limitation “and thereby pro.

Elsewhere in the testimony, Secretary 
McNamara’s Administrative Assistant, 
Mr. J. R. Loftis, said the Secretary also 
has “instituted some very tight dead- 
lines” on Congressional mail. “He has 
charged Mr. Paul with the job of seeing 
to it that the rest of us do respond im- 
mediately, substantively, to any request 
the Congress sends out.” 

In the the Pentagon often has 
acknowledged Congressional letters with

been received and will be answered in 
due time. However, under the new dead- 
lines, Mr. Loftis told the committee 
members, “a mere acknowledgement 
that we have received your letter does 
not satisfy the boss.” 

Mr. Loftis said Secretary McNamara 
also has directed Assistant Secretary 
Nitze “to establish a planning staff to 


conduct such politico-military studies as 


may be directed by the Secretary from 
time to time.” To meet his new respon- 
sibilities, Secretary Nitze will require 
“considerable assistance from time to 


time of specialists in various aspects of 
international affairs,” Mr. Loftis said. 
The ISA office currently has 42 civilians 
and 16 military men working on politico- 
military matters. 

The headquarters “overstaffing” study 
being conducted by Secretaries Runge 
and Hitch, Mr. Loftis said, is designed to 
develop “new personnel ceilings and to 
police these ceilings very carefully.” 

In the field of public affairs, he said, 
“the Assistant Secretary of Defense for 
Public Affairs has been directed to 
strengthen his supervision and policy 
control over these activities, and remove 
any barriers to the free flow of informa- 
tion to the public.” 

Mr. Loftis’ testimony also revealed 
that Secretary McNamara was the prime- 
mover in the development of the new 
budget procedures outlined by Assistant 
Secretary Hitch (The Journal, 29 April). 


Mr. Loftis said Secretary McNamara 
“directed” the Comptroller “to develop 
the total financial implications of new

AF Proficiency Test 


Rules Are Revised 


The Air Force has modified its Airman 
proficiency testing program to place more 
stress on demonstrated performance as 
a qualification for proficiency ratings and 


to reduce emphasis on examinations as 
the sole rating tool. 

As part of the program, the Airman 
Proficiency Tests and Air Force Job 


Knowledge Tests have been redesignated 
as Specialty Knowledge Tests and in the 
future will be computed in percentile 
scores rather than in standard numeri- 
cal scores 

The percentile qualification scores un 
der the new system will be: for 7-level, 
40th percentile and above; 5level, 30th 
percentile and above; and 3-level, 20th 
percentile and above, Airmen can be 
considered “conditionally eligible for the 
7-level upgrading with a 30th percentile 
score or above, and for the 5-level with 
a 20th percentile score or above. 

In the future, USAF Headquarters 
says, authority to waive mandatory test 
qualification requirements will reside only 
at the major command level. 

In skill upgrading actions, both test 
scores and actual job performance will 
be considered 

The themselves will be revised 
to lay more stress on fundamentals, 
bring the questions more up to date and, 
for the 7-level test, give increased em 
phasis to supervisory qualifications.

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Pentagon Directive Amplifies Ban 
On Transportation For Foreign Autos 


Deputy Secretary of Defense Roswell 
L. Gilpatric has issued a directive to the 
Services which amplified previously is- 
sued orders barring government paid 
transportation for automobiles purchased 
by Service members overseas. 

Here are the pertinent points of the 
new order: 

1. Prohibition against government-expense 
transportation is not applicable to vehicles 
purchased in Alaska, Hawaii, Virgin Islands, 
Guam, Midway, Wake Island, American 
Samoa, or the Canal Zone by personnel reg- 
ularly stationed there. For purposes of this 
portion of referenced memorandum, these 
areas are not included in the word ‘‘over- 
seas."’ 

2. Those overseas areas to be exempted 
from restrictions on the basis of inadequate 
maintenance facilities for U.S. manufactured 
vehicles will be announced at a later date 

3. Foreign made vehicles barred from ship- 
ment at government. expense will not be ac- 
cepted for shipment on government vessels 
at the individual's expense 

4. A used car purchased by a member of 
the Department of Defense from another 
member of the Department after 6 March 
1961 may be shipped at government expense 
only if all of the following conditions are 
established by documentary evidence such 
as bills of sale, titles, and/or registration 
certificates 

a. Ownership on 6 March by personnel 
eligible for shipment of the vehicle at gov- 
ernment expense: and 

b. Unbroken chain of ownership since 

6 March 1961 by U.S. personnel otherwise 

eligible for shipment of the vehicle at gov- 

ernment expense. Foreign-made vehicles 
overseas which have been owned at any 
time since 6 March ‘61 by U.S. personnel 
ineligible to transport them at government 
expense, by dealers, or by foreign na- 
tionals will not be accepted for shipment 
on government vessels. In all cases the 
burden of proof is on the owner to pro- 
vide the documentation required to sup- 
port his request for shipment of a vehicle 

5. Conditions imposed by paragraph 4 

above do not apply to foreign-made_ ve- 


DoD Seeks Boost 
In School Funds 


HE Defense Department is asking 

Congress for a $1.3 million increase 
in funds for the dependent education 
program. 

Most of the additional money ($975,- 
000) is earmarked to pay higher teacher 
salaries, The remaining $325,000 will 
help defray higher tuition costs in pri- 
vate schools, and increased costs of stu- 
dent textbooks. 

The fiscal '62 military budget seeks 
to boost the per pupil limitation on de- 
pendents’ education from $275 to $285. 

If the $10 increase is approved this 
year, the Pentagon is planning to raise 
the average salary of teachers by about 
$200. 

The Services will have about 152,487 
children in the dependent schooling pro- 
gram during the coming fiscal year: 
75,000 Army, 66,004 Air Force and 11,483 
Navy. Teachers will total about 5,400. 

Overall cost of the dependent school- 
ing program will be about $21.3 million 
in fiscal '62.

EPUTY Secretary of Defense Ros- 
D well L. Gilpatric has-reported that 
the Executive Branch will develop new 
ROTC legislation to be submitted to 
Congress. The revised program probably 
will reach Capito] Hill next year. 

Asked by Dr. Clifford M. Hardin, 
Chairman of the American Association 
of Land-Grant Colleges and State Uni- 
versities Executive Committee, to spell 
out Pentagon ROTC plans, Mr, Gilpatric 
said that the study of the problem to

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HYDRA Space Launch Progress Reported 


ROJECT HYDRA, a Navy preliminary research project for water launching 

heavy space vehicles, is ready for full-scale launching tests, Capt. Robert 
Freitag, Astronautics Officer of the Navy’s Bureau of Weapons, has declared at 
the Pacific Missile Range, Point Mugu, Calif. His statement followed a series of 
successful handling tests and controlled launchings of HYDRA II, a 40-foot boiler 
plate mock-up designed to prove the HYDRA launch theory. 

LCdr. John E. Draim, Head of the Naval Missile Center’s Research Division 
and developer of the HYDRA idea, said: “Our tests have proven that an object 
of nearly any weight could be sea-launched a distance limited only by the power 
of its propellant. We are now ready to move to the useful application stage.” 

The HYDRA concept involves floating the rocket vehicle vertically, in the 
manner of a spar buoy on the surface of the ocean prior to launch. Launch pads 
and gantrys are not required.

Lengthy Ice Runway 
Built In Greenland 


A 14,000 foot runway of natural ice and 
several 200 and 500 feet circular parking 
pads of ice in North Star Bay, Greenland, 
have been constructed by the Air Force 


as part of a research program in ice 
engineering. 
The project is being conducted near 


Thule AB by the Geophysics Research 
Directorate of the Air Force’s Cambridge 
Research Laboratories under the title of 
“Project Iceway.” 

C-130, F-102, KC-135, B-47 and B-52 air- 
craft have been testing these ice plat- 
forms. This is the first time that heavy 
jets and Century series fighters have 
been used to test ice platforms. 

The effect of such traffic is being 
determined by measurements of ice 
deformation, its strength, density, elas- 
ticity, creep and grain structure, under 
actual operating conditions. 

The prospect of using ice to construct 
Arctic landing strips and parking areas 
has been under consideration for some 
time, The Geophysics Research Direc- 
torate is carrying out this project to learn 
more about the strength and other 


engineering properties of ice and how 
they can be improved. 
The runway, near Thule was con- 


structed of natural ice, The parking pads, 
which are located on the shoreline end 
of the runway were built by flooding. One 
pad was constructed of natural sea 
water, the others incorporate strands of 
fiberglass, a reinforcement technique de- 
veloped by the Geophysics Research 
Directorate. 

“Project Iceway” started in January 
with construction of the platforms and 
is scheduled to run until the middle of

ment of the bill would “make a major 
contribution to the morale of the uni- 
formed services.” He said it is “only 
equitable” to conclude that if a career 
member of the Armed Forces dies in re- 
tirement after completing at least 30 
years’ service his death “should, very 
properly, be considered to have resulted 
from the rigors of active service.” In 
fact, the ROA would like to see the law 


expanded to include all of those who 
have retired after completing at least 
20 years’ service, he said. 

Capt. Franz O. Willenbucher, USN- 


Ret., who is National Counsel of both 
the PHS and Coast & Geodetic Survey 
associations, told the committee that 
wives of career members of the uni- 
formed services “in a large sense, serve 
with their husbands.” He said it is “un- 
thinkable that they should, after long 
service or after their husbands have 
become physically disabled, be placed in 
a situation of privation or even penury.” 

Captain Willenbucher said it would 
not be difficult to provide “examples of 
widows of officers and men of the Serv- 
ices who have given their whole lives to 
their country, who are subject to the 
most menial employment after the 
deaths of their husbands.” He said the 
nation “should be able to provide some- 
thing better than that for them.” 

As drafted by Congressman Utt, the 
proposal provides that all retired mem- 
bers of the uniformed services who com- 
plete 30 or more years on active duty, 
or who are retired for disability in ex- 
cess of 50% “shall be considered to have 
died service-connected deaths” under the 
terms of the Survivor Benefits Act. 

The Act, at present, applies only to 
the families of members of the Armed 
Forces who die on active duty or of 
Service-connected causes after leaving 
active duty. Families of veterans who 
die of Service-connected causes also are 
eligible. 

Many members of Congress have ex- 
pressed the belief, however, that the 
death of a career member of the Armed 
Forces (that is, one who has completed 
at least 30 years’ service before retire- 
ment) should, as a matter of course, be 
considered Service-connected. If this 
change is incorporated into the Survivor 
Benefits Act, the families of all such 
retired members automatically become 





eligible for Survivor Benefit payments. 

Under present rules, a veteran who 
served only a few months in one of the 
Services may have a minor disability 
which ultimately is connected with his 
death. His family receives the full bene- 
fit of the Act. 

A 30-year career member of the Armed 
Forces, on the other hand, may develop 
a heart condition immediately following 
his retirement and die within a matter 
of days, weeks, or months. Unless it can 
be determined that the condition was 
Service-connected, his family is not 
eligible for the SBA payments. 

Admiral Houser, discussing this aspect 
of the legislation in his appearance be- 
fore the Veterans’ Affairs Subcommittee, 
noted that it is not easy to determine 
if deaths are service-connected inasmuch 
as “delicate medical questions” frequent- 
ly are involved. 

Captain Willenbucher said many mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces acquire physi- 
cal disabilities while in active service 
but fail to establish the fact before their 
retirement. “In many cases. such physi- 
eal disability manifests itself only after 
retirement or separation from active 
service,” he said, and it is not possible 
in many cases to establish that the dis- 
ability was service-connected. 

The Defense Department again has 
been asked to submit a formal report 
on the legislation, but has not done so 
to date.

Naval Reserve Policy Board will Meet;

The National Naval Reserve Policy

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Secret Pentagon Command Post Planned; 
Task Is To Assess Atomic-Bomb Damage 


N one of the underground floors of the Pentagon, the Defense Department 
is building a highly-secret communications center with an ominous assignment. 
If an enemy launches an all-out atomic attack on the U. S., the new Pentagon 
command post will be charged with the grave responsibility of telling the President 
and the military command the extent of the damage the nation can expect from 


bombs, 
targets.

Simultaneously, the new Defense Department Damage Assessment Center will 
calculate the crippling effect our counter-attack will have, and, minutes later, 


has had, on the enemy. 


Maj. Gen. Robert H. Booth, USA, Chief of the Defense Atomic Support Agency, 
has told Congress that, pending completion of the new Center, an “interim 
emergency” command post will be set up at another location, which was not 


made public. 


In testimony released by the House Military Appropriations Subcommittee, 
General Booth said the fiscal '62 budget contains a request for $2.4 million “for 
work on the DoD Damage Assessment Center.” 

Under JCS direction, the intended functions of the new Center, General Booth 
said, “are to increase national capabilities for command and control under general 
war conditions.” The Center also will “perform peacetime studies related to 
damage analysis, and to support joint war gaming.” 

The Defense Atomic Support Agency Chief said under questioning that the 
Center will furnish information to the President, the JCS and the Secretary of 
Defense “with respect to preattack and postattack damage by atomic explosions.” 

He said the Department already has manuals which show “different target 
complexes” and the kind of damage they would suffer if hit by an atomic bomb. 

The “pilot model” of the Damage Assessment Center is now under construction 
“in the basement of the Pentagon,” General Booth said.

There can be no easy solution to the problem discussed by President 
Kennedy of finding a way to keep out of the public press those phases 
of our defense planning and activities which he does not think should 
be printed. 

The President’s suggestion is that every newspaper should ask it- 
self before printing any article, “Is it in the interest of National Secur- 
ity?” Such a procedure, even if feasible, would mean that there would 
be thousands of different judges for every item of information released 
or legitimately made available to the nation’s press. 


Furthermore, the form of the self-questioning proposed by the 
President is subject to varied interpretations. Honest reporting on differ- 
ences of opinion between defense officials or components of the defense 
organization could be interpreted as embarrassing and therefore “not 
in the interest of National Security.”” Weaknesses in weapons or weapon 
systems or failures in missile tests could be similarly viewed. 

On the other hand, the use of a central government authority to 
pass on such questions would certainly be censorship. Mr. Kennedy 
specifically eschewed such a procedure. 

To put the question another way and ask the newspapers to weigh 
whether a story is detrimental to the National Security might offer a 
better approach. In this form, however, the question would seem un- 
necessary, for we do not believe there are reputable editors or publishers 
who would deliberately publish articles they know to be detrimental to 
the security of the nation. , 

An effective democracy must be fortified with all the news that can 
properly be made available. There is no other way in which it can judge 
soundly what is being done with its public money and to give or with- 
hold its support from national programs. It is the responsibility of the 
defense officials to keep the public and its press well informed as to 
how it is operating and what it is doing with appropriated funds and to 
withhold only that which professional judgment decrees would assist a 
potential enemy against the United States. 


The authorities could fortify their position by setting up a joint 
Defense-press committee composed of military and civilian officials plus 
a number of newspaper editors to advise on sensitive areas which 
should not be reported on or discussed in the press, But, in any event, 
the responsibility is the Administration’s, and it is the Administration 
which must take the initiative both in disseminating and controlling 
defense news. 


Better Prospects For Service Widows 


Representative W. J. Bryan Dorn (D-SC), Chairman of the Com- 
pensation and Pension Subcommittee of the House Veterans Affairs 
Committee, has shown initiative and understanding by overriding the 
inaction of the Department of Defense and bringing before his group 
the long ignored bill to extend coverage of the Survivor Benefits Act 
to a greater number of retired Service families. 

As enacted and now in force, the Survivor Benefits Act aids the 
widows and families of military personnel who died on active duty or 
whose death after retirement is directly attributable to their military 
service. The families of a large majority of Service people who die 
after retirement are left with no benefits because the deaths can not be 
directly traceable to their active service. 

Legislation introduced by Representative James B. Utt (R-Calif) 
would provide that all retired members of the Uniformed Services who 
served not less than 30 years on active duty or who were retired 
for disability in excess of 50% shall be considered to have died Service- 
connected deaths and thus come within the provisions of the Survivor 
Benefits Act. 

RAdm. Harold A. Houser USN-Ret., who testified on behalf of 
the Retired Officers Association, pointed out that his group favored ex- 


tending the Act to those who had served at least 20 years on active 
duty. 

More than four years have passed since Representative Utt first 
introduced his measure. In each subsequent Congress the House Vet- 
erans Affairs Committee has asked the Department of Defense for a 
report on the measure. But the Department has never seen fit to give 
Congress its views on a subject so vital both to present retired families 
and to those on active duty who look forward to retirement with the 
loss of their Survivor benefits. 

The usual procedure in the House is not to take a bill up for con- 
sideration until the views of the Department concerned are before it. 
But Congressman Dorn has decided to depart from this procedure and 
has held a hearing on the measure. We hope he will press it through 
to enactment.

HE Navy has made plans to estab- 

lish Diving Officer billets for quali- 
fied divers at all key ships and stations 
which conduct substantial diving opera- 
tions.

He said individuals will have greater 
incentive to volunteer for diving duty 
if the “present complex pay scales” are 
converted to a flat-rate system.

Washington, 1 May—The grave prob- 
lem in Laos, which presumably was 
the main subject of the President’s 
conference with his National Security 
Council today, is by no means limited 
to the immediate prospect, 

Geographically, the problem goes far 
beyond Laos. As measured in time, it 
goes far beyond May, 1961. As meas- 
ured in terms of world politics, it is 
inexorably linked with the entire fu- 
ture, not merely the present, of the 
United States. 

There is no evidence that this last 
sober fact is widely comprehended. 


Becomes More Apparent 

The dominant influence upon Wash- 
ington thinking, and quite probably 
American thinking for several years, 
has been that of intellectuals basically 
opposed in principle and practice to 
the concept of military force, under 
almost any circumstances. 

The extent of their influence, ac- 
cepable in calmer days, becomes more 
apparent—and more questionable—in 
a time of crisis. 

The Cuban fiasco, it is increasingly 
clear, stems directly from appallingly 
inaccurate estimates of the problem. 

The President, with his instinctive 
loyalty to his advisers, has refused to 
pin responsibiity upon any individual 
or group but the role of his civilian 
advisers in that sorry business is too 
clear to be concealed. 

Cuba was, obviously, military busi- 
ness, in which an essential was for pro- 
fessional judgment. 

With the long-range results of the 
Cuban fiasco still to be determined, 
Laos begins to take first place in the 
nation’s most urgent concerns. It now 
has become extremely doubtful that 
anything but a shadow of Laos can 
be saved from Communist engulfment. 

The time to save it began last Au- 
gust, when Red infiltration of that 
sprawling land was initiated. 

It might be suspected that military 
advice at that time must have been 
for immediate preventive action of 
further encroachment such as Presi- 
dent Harry Truman summarily ordered 
in 1946 for the saving of Greek and 
Turkish independence. 


Danger Grows 

What the military did advise last 
August is still shrouded in the secrecy 
which increasingly envelops every ac- 
tivity at the Pentagon, 

If Laos were all that is facing Red 
envelopment, deplorable as that is, the 
prospect would be bad enough.

But one cannot look at a map show- 
ing Laos’s borders—800 miles facing 
Thailand, 170 facing South Vietnam, 
125 facing Cambodia, 100 facing Burma 
—without realizing how those weak 
neighbors’ imperilment is increased. 

And in each, most notably in Viet- 
nam, there already are pockets of in- 
filtrated Reds, comparable to those 
which have lately brought the collapse 
of northeastern Laos. 

Should Laos be completely engulfed 
by Communists, in brief, the next 
series of imperilments will be a much 
more serious thing. 

And that peril, to the non-Commu- 
nist world as well as merely to South- 
east Asia, will not be averted by the 
fond hope that somehow the unpleas- 
ant thing will go away if one stops 
thinking of it. 

“Not thinking about it” has not 
halted a powerful and determined 
enemy’s advance anywhere. 


Examples Noted 


Greece and Turkey were saved by 
the tough field leadership which Gen. 
James A. Van Fleet and his small but 
very competent United States “mili- 
tary advisers” provided. 

The Berlin airlift was all that pre- 
served West Berlin. 

The swift and costly defense of 
South Korea saved that land. Too 
often since 1943, where the West has 
failed to present a vigorous military 
front, communism has advanced. 

The difficulties facing any present 
military action to save Southeast Asia 
are unquestionably immense, They are 
much graver than they were last Au- 
gust, and they will be still graver. 
That is what makes the President’s 
Laos problem a terribly sober one. 

To have it solved solely by military 
considerations would be such folly as 
is not remotely in prospect. 

But an attendant folly, which would 
seem just as serious, and unfortunately 
an apparent possibility is to have na- 
tional defense policy arrived at, wholly 
without a tincture of military consid- 
erations, and, worse, without contin- 
uous and attentive recourse to the pro- 
fessional advice of men whose life- 
time experience and maximum capa- 
bility is in military technique. 

The reason for uneasiness on that 
score is readily apparent. 

It has been visible during several 
peacetime years, and now increasingly 
so, in the Pentagon’s trend toward 
constant further depreciation of the 
military as essential advisers—not on 
political issues, but on strictly military 
issues. 


Comes On Gradually 


It has come on gradually but now 
has reached a stage which the pro- 
fessional military observer must find 
alarming. 

When the Department of Defense 


was created—partly to provide a cen- 
tralized control of defense matters and 
partly to reduce the interservice enmi- 
ties—the first Secretary, James For- 
restal, confined that 100-man civilian 
department’s activities strictly to ad- 
ministration and to determining policy, 
leaving technical and command mat- 
ters to the separate departments’ pro- 
fessionally trained chiefs. 

His successors did not exercise his 
restraint. 


Close To Actual Command 


A few years later, instead of admin- 
istrative and policy matters, the grow- 
ing department took on actual control 
by its civilian assistants and deputies. 

Today, the civilian officials of the de- 
partment come close to actual com- 
mand. A current “study” contemplates 
consolidation under a civilian chief of 
all the Army’s technical services, in- 
cluding their role of supplying combat 
equipment. 

Now, there have been protests in 
plenty, but they have generally failed. 
The undeniable fact is that the civil- 
ian mind is usually more flexible than 
the military mind, and better able to 
present a plausible use to a non-mili- 
tary public. 


Along Narrow Lines 


The military mind has developed 
along narrower lines, and in a public 
debate on subjects not actually con- 
fined to combat activities is almost 
sure of defeat. 

But it is reasonable to suspect that 
within those narrow lines of profes- 
sional experience and judgment the 
military is commonly far superior to 
the civilian. 

Gen. George Patton never qualified 
as an expert in international politics, 
but he was very useful when battle 
decisions called for military skill. 


Difficulties Before 


A more liberal mixture of profes- 
sional military knowledge may be as 
important today as professional sur- 
gical advice is in a hospital operation 
—regardless of the administrative wis- 
dom of the hospital’s board of man- 
agers. 

The difficulties of blocking further 
Communist lunges into Southeast Asia 
are unquestionably enormous. They 
are not necessarily insuperable. 

There have been difficulties before. 
Berlin provided them. The guerrilla 
invasion deep into Greece was a grave 
threat, Our initial small forces in 
South Korea were pushed back into a 
small pocket of the peninsula. 

To think that today’s difficulties are 
small would be stupid, To think that 
they are too great to be accepted 
boldly, or that tomorrow’s will be less, 
certainly is not the view held by all 
military professionals.

A RETIREMENT CRISIS will hit the Armed 
Forces within the next 2 years—perhaps sooner. 
Hundreds, if not thousands, of officers—Regu- 
lars and Reserves alike—many with critical 
skill qualifications in combat command, missile 
technology, and intelligence are contemplating 
early retirement. Some already have decided to 
leave active duty this summer; for others the 
moment of decision will come on or about 1 
June. 


THAT’S THE DATE when the University of 
Michigan study on military retirements (The 
Journal 29 April) ordered by the Senate Armed 
Services Committee will be submitted. There is 
no chance for Congressional action this year, 
but military people will be given important clues 
as to what lies ahead in possible new restric- 
tions affecting Service retired. 


THE SITUATION IS THIS: Many thov- 
sands of officers will be completing 20 years 
service and more during the next several years. 
Large numbers will be retired involuntarily. 
Their departure from active duty is essential 
to assure vitalization of the Fighting Forces. 
But along with them great numbers of other 
officers could go voluntarily. Their departure 
would hurt combat effectiveness. 


THERE ARE MANY WHO SAY this problem 
should be withheld from public discussion. With 
understandable cause, some Service officers con- 
tend that if the problem is spotlighted, new 
Congressional restrictions on Service retire- 
ments may result. From another point of view, 
some Defense chiefs maintain—also with under- 
standablie cause—that discussion of the problem 
publicly will raise anxieties in officer ranks and 
cause further increases in voluntary retirement 
applications. 


THE JOURNAL TAKES THE POSITION 
that President Kennedy and Secretary McNamara 


should not allow the problem to be swept under: 


the rug. It needs careful examination — and 
NOW. There are numerous military manpower 
experts on Capitol Hill, among them Repre- 
sentative Paul Kilday (D-Tex), and Senator 
John Stennis (D-Miss), who repeatedly have 
expressed concern about the mounting retire- 
ment rate and its consequent cost. They are not 
going to be deluded by silence on the subject. 
And in officer ranks, it’s a priority matter of 
discussion among Service families whether or 
not to retire early, particularly in the light of 
threatened new restrictions. 


SERVICE OFFICERS KNOW that the thou- 
sands of military men who will be leaving ac- 
tive service in the next few years are going to 
find it increasingly difficult to obtain rewarding 
employment. There is a great concern in Serv- 
ice ranks that the University of Michigan study 
could lead to a contributory retirement system 
and the imposition of new restrictions on the 
post-service employment of retired officers. The 
Services are well aware that this study is linked 
to the denial of pay justice to thousands of 
retired officers. 


GENERAL THOMAS PD. WHITE, Air Force 
CofS, acutely alert to the need to retain out- 
standing officers on active duty for full careers, 
made it a strong point in recent Congressional 
testimony to explain the need for Congressional 
activity to liberalize Air Force promotion oppor- 
tunities. He was supported 100% by Secretary 
Eugene M. Zuckert. They know that if the 
Officer Grade Limitation Act is not amended, 
Air Force promotion opportunities will be crip- 
pled. If this happens, there will be a drastic 
rise in Air Force retirement applications. 


NO EASY ANSWERS to the problem will be 
found. The Services will hope that Secretary 
McNamara and Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Carlisle P. Runge quickly realize the magnitude 
of the problem, and take appropriate steps. One 
giant stride would be for the Pentagon to as- 
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sess the situation and make its views known im- 
mediately upon the release of the forthcoming 
University of Michigan Report. This Report 
will be predicated on actuarial assumptions, not 
on military requirements. If the University of 
Michigan document causes alarm in the officer 
ranks when it is submitted to the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, and if the Pentagon is sil- 
ent on the subject, large numbers of officers, 
prompted primarily by the desire to safeguard 
the welfare of their families, will decide to re- 
tire prematurely. 


VICE PRESIDENT JOHNSON has a new 
Military Aide. He is Col. William F. Jackson, 
who has been Commandant of the Army Infor- 
mation School at Ft. Slocum, N. Y. President 
Kennedy’s Military Aide is also a former Army 
information officer, Brig. Gen. C. V. “Ted” Clif- 
ton, who was Deputy to Maj. Gen. William 
Quinn, Chief of Army Information. 


NEW COMMANDANT of the Army Informa- 
tion School is Col. Frank C. Castagneto, who 
has been Assistant Chief of Army Information. 
A veteran A. G. officer, he became Third Army 
Officer in June 1956 and was assigned to the 
Pentagon in 1958. 


A MARINE CORPS DEMONSTRATION 
could lead to an Army decision to employ a 
Navy plane flown by Air Force pilots to 
strengthen tactical air support. The Army has 
been offered the equivalent of 11 squadrons of 
TAC aircraft by General Thomas D. White, 
USAF CofS. He has told General George H. 
Decker, USA CofS, that the Army should de- 
cide what plane it wants. 


THE AIR FORCE STAGED a firepower dem- 
onstration for top Army officers at Nellis AFB, 
Nev., highlighting the capabilities of its all- 
weather Mach 2 Republic F-105 Thunderchief. 
The Army was impressed. 


MANY ARMY OFFICIALS WERE MORE 
IMPRESSED with a spectacular Navy-Marine 
demonstration held last week at Camp Lejeune, 
N. C. The Army gave strong endorsement to the 
Navy-Marine Corps concept which dictates di- 
rect control by ground commanders—down to 
the battalion level—over support aircraft. The 
Douglas A4D Skyhawk was featured in the 
Navy-Marine Corps demonstration. 


A DARK HORSE in the Army’s consideration 
is a beefed up version of its Grumman Mohawk. 
Some Army people -hope that the Navy or Ma- 
rine Corps will offer their own pilots and ground 
support personnel to fulfill the tactical support 
mission. In a word, the Army doesn’t care which 
Service supplies the air support, so long as (1) 
it can depend on its availability, and (2) the 
Army has full operational contro] of the air- 
craft. The Navy and Marine Corps said at Le- 
june that this is their doctrine. 


AN AIR FORCE BRIGADIER GENERAL, 
Willard W. Smith, who is Deputy Director of 
Operational Requirements in the office of the 
Deputy CofS, Operations, will be assigned 10 
May as Chief of the JCS Joint Alternate Com- 
mand Element. During recent weeks, Secretary 
of Defense McNamara has placed great stress on 
the need to assure alternate command headquar- 
ters for the JCS, including the possibility of a 
permanent alternate command post at sea. 


ANOTHER AF GENERAL OFFICER, Maj. 
Gen. Daniel F. Callahan, will be reassigned in 
July from command of the Mobile Air Materiel 
Area at Brookley AFB, Ala., to be JCS Director 
of Logistics. 


DEFENSE DEPARTMENT WILL draft new 
regulations to authorize use of military aero 
club aircraft for travel on official business. The 
regulation will permit government payment of 
plane rental fees, gas and oil, airport tie down 
charges and other necessary expenses, provided 
these do not exceed the cost of travel by stand- 
ard commercial means. 


THE ACCRUAL FLIGHT PAY PLAN has a 
new name. The proposed legislation, designed 
progressively to decrease flying pay of officers 
involuntarily removed from flying status, is now 
being referred to by Air Force officials as “Re- 
quital Pay.” Obvious reason for the new nomen- 
clature is that the Defense Department doesn’t 
want Congress to get the idea that officers who 
are taken out of the cockpit will be “accruing” 
flight pay. 


THE MARKINGS ON MATS Special Air Mis- 
sion aircraft used in flying government officials 
overseas will be changed. The words “Military 
Air Transport Service” and “United States Air 
Force” on the side will be replaced by “United 
States of America.” On the the tail surface, the 
lettering “MATS” will be replaced by a U. S. 
flag. MATS operates 13 long range aircraft, in- 
cluding 3 Boeing VC-137A jet aircraft, for such 
missions. Markings on other MATS aircraft will 
not be changed. 


TWENTY-NINE NUCLEAR SHIPS will be in 
the U. S. fleet by the end of fiscal ’62. The Navy 
will buy 11 nuclear cores for them at a cost of 
$31.3 million. All of the new cores in the FY ’62 
buy are expected to last six months to a year 
longer than the first cores procured by the Navy. 


LATEST FATALITY in the Pentagon’s fight 
to keep within trimmed travel funds is the 
Inter-Service softball competition scheduled for 
4-6 October at Homestead AFB, Fla. The Serv- 
ices will be allowed their own competitions, but 
will be barred from conducting their annual 
military softball “world series.” 


THE MARINE CORPS REPORTS it has more 
officers and enlisted men who are qualified “para- 
chutists” than it has “parachutist” billets. Brig. 
Gen. H. C. Tschirgi, G-4, was asked during re- 
cent Congressional testimony how many para- 
troopers there are in the Marine Corps. He re- 
plied: “We have a total of 34 officers and 313 
enlisted parachutists billets in the Marine Corps. 
We have a total of approximately 60 officers and 
400 enlisted qualified parachutists.” 


THE NUMBER OF OFFICERS assigned as 
attachés will increase during the next year. In 
the Army, the number will be boosted from 410 
to 421; Navy, 322 to 334, Air Force, 583 to 604. 


THE AIR FORCE HAS DISCOVERED that 
many of its new second lieutenants have been 
assigned to relatively undesirable jobs or have 
been shipped off to isolated duty areas. Often, 
the Air Force says, such assignments, “although 
not directly violating assignment policies, have 
not been within the spirit and intent of pub- 
lished directives.” To combat this situation, 
USAF Headquarters has ordered that increasing 
“emphasis must be placed on proper level of 
job responsibility, application of formal edu- 
cation, and development of career interests of 
the individual officer.” Assignment regulations 
have been modified to provide that no second 
lieutenant may be assigned to an initial active 
duty tour in an area where the normal tour is 
less than 18 months. 


IMPACT OF THE GOLD DOLLAR WIDOW 
ORDER on the Army, had it been carried out, 
is apparent in statistics furnished to Congress on 
the dependent schooling program. They show 
that the 70,000 Army school children overseas 
during fiscal ’61 were due to be reduced to 48,- 
300. At the rate of three children per family, 
that means at least 7,233 Army families were to 
be moved back to the U. S. With President Ken- 
nedy reversing the order, the Army now expects 
to have 75,000 children in the dependent schools. 


A MEDAL OF HONOR WINNER, LCdr. A. 
Murray Preston, USNR, Vice President of Amer- 
ican Security and Trust Company in Washington, 
D. C., is new National Treasurer of the Reserve 
Officers Association. Commander Preston, who 
won the Nation’s highest award for service with 
torpedo boats in the Pacific during WWII, suc- 
ceeds Col. William E. Schooley, USAR, also a 
Vice President of American Security and Trust.

Services Increase 


Missile Training 


EW weapons are bringing a big 
change in Armed Forces training 
programs. 

During fiscal 1962, trainees in the 
missile field will mushroom; pilot and 
navigator training will continue to go 
downhill. 

Compared with the student input dur- 
ing fiscal 60, here is what some of the 
training programs look like for the 
coming fiscal year: 

Air Force Atlas training—50% greater. 

Air Force Titan training—75% 
greater. 

Navy electronic 
50% greater. 

Army training on the Pershing sur- 
face-to-surface missile also will be ini- 
tiated in fiscal ’62 as preparations are 
made to introduce the Pershing into 
operational use, Training on air defense 
missile systems, such as Missile Master 
and Missile Monitor also will be in- 
increased. 

Pilot training in both the Navy and 
Air Force for fiscal ’62 reflects reduced 
cockpit requirements in the operating 
forces, however. Under the new budget, 
the combined rate of pilot production 
in the two services will drop from 3700 
in 1960 to 3000 in 1962. Air Force pilot 
training bases will be reduced from 12 
to 7, and AF navigator production will 
drop from 1700 in 1960 to 1200 in 1962. 

These details have been presented to 
the House Military Appropriations Sub- 
committee in testimony 
April. 

The Pentagon said training must be 
increased substantially “in those skills 


technician training— 


which support the new weapons sys- 
tems.” 
However, “Through rigid control of 


the training systems and student loads,” 
the Defense Department told the com- 
mittee, “the Services have been able to 
accommodate an increasing number of 
new requirements without an overall 
expansion or a significant increase in 
funds.” 

As an example of how this works, the 
Pentagon said the Air Force will in- 
crease the student input into its ballistic 
missile training frem approximately 5,- 
000 to 9,000 from 1960 to 1962, “yet the 
costs will decrease by nearly #4 mil- 
lion.” 

The reduced cost results “from a shift 
from relatively costly contractor train- 
ing of instructor personnel to training 
conducted at Air Force bases,” the Pen- 
tagon said. “The result is the develop- 
ment of an ‘in house’ capability and a 


reduced requirement for contractual 
support.” 
Partially offsetting the increased 


Army training on the Pershing and the 
air defense missile control systems “is 
the reduction in training on other types 
of equipment, such as certain types of 
conventional artillery.”

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(This is the text of a statement made 
by Secretary Eugene M. Zuckert to the 
Senate Appropriations Committee in 
support of New Obligational Authority 
of $18.2294 billion for the Air Force in 
the year starting 1 July.) 


T is a pleasure and an honor to appear 

before this Committee in the capacity 
of Secretary of the Air Force. In pre- 
senting the Air Force budget requests 
this year, I must acknowledge anew the 
responsibility which General (Thomas 
D.) White and I share with you in seek- 
ing the strongest possible position of 
preparedness for the defense of our 
country. 

Your responsibilities are of a very 
special kind because of the breadth of 
perspective which you must bring to 
your precise considerations of defense 
programs, I hope that we can make a 
constructive contribution to the impor- 
tant deliberations of this Committee. 

Our presentation this year reflects the 
new tempo of Air Force programs aimed 
at maintaining today’s defenses and pre- 
paring for tomorrow’s. 

You can recall what a change took 
place in air power concepts in the dec- 
ades of the ’Thirties and 'Forties. It 
pales besides what is happening today 
—what happened in the ’Fifties, and 
what is indicated for the ’Sixties, as 
man learns to move about at the very 
limits of the envelope of air which sur- 
rounds his planet, and to explore the 
universe beyond. One can no longer 
think in terms of “air power.”” We must 
adjust to “aerospace power.” 


AIR FORCE TASKS 


The classical responsibilities of the 
Air Force have increased as well. The 
operational role of tactical air is still 
vitally important, necessarily keeping 
pace with technological advances of 
both ground and air operations. Close 
ground support, together with interdic- 
tion of supply and reinforcement, can 
be provided and sustained only with air 
superiority over the battlefields. Long 
range air mobility is a new demand- 
capability of the highly trained special- 
ized forces which make up such ele- 
ments of the nation’s defenses as the 
Strategic Army Command. 

The capability to respond to these 
limited war or conventional war de- 
mands must, of course, be protected by 
maintaining the long range strategic 
deterrent capability, 

Continuing battle-ready deployment 
of U. S. forces in overseas theatres is a 
matter of national policy for the mili- 
tary defense of the Free World. U. S. 
Air Force readiness in the theatres must 
provide the tactical support, including 
troop mobility, and control of the air 
in the theatre of operations. The Air 
Force must also maintain within the 
United States quickly deployable forces 
to augment overseas units, on call, 

It is my observation that there is an 
increasing degree of effectiveness in 
joint Army-Air Force operation exer- 
cises designed to test the mobility of 
our Forces. This close working arrange- 
ment is a key element of the nation’s 
limited war posture. 

However, the gamut of hostile courses 
open to the enemies of freedom is a 
broad one. Any listing of the possibili- 
ties makes clear the need for flexibility, 
mobility, and striking power in the 
ground-air forces which, with strategic 
back up, make up the nation’s limited 
war strength, or, as the President ex- 
pressed it, our ability to deter or con- 
fine limited war. 


SAC OPERATIONS 


Members of the Committee are fam- 
iliar with the SAC operation, which im- 
poses the equivalent of about a 72-hour 
week on these combat-ready units of 
superbly trained men. Relief from this 
regimen is not in sight, because the 
manned bomber force must remain as a 
vital element of the nation’s strategic 
defenses. 
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The SAC bomber force is the essential 
element of our deterrence against mili- 
tary attack on the United States, It is 


being supplemented by the missile 
forces—Atlas, Titan, Minuteman, and 
Polaris. 


Our budget reflects a continuation of 
the principle of a proper mix between 
manned aircraft and missiles. The 
manned aircraft provide a degree of 
flexibility, prompt response, and posi- 
tive control not available in a missile 
force. 


My personal view is that for the time 
being we should view the tremendous 
emphasis on the new weapon of missiles 
with some caution. Their reliability has 
not been proved out with the degree of 
thoroughness that has been necessary 
in the past with other types of ordnance. 
There is no question in my mind as to 
the need for and importance of an ade- 
quate strategic missile capability, but 
we must guard against overdependence 
upon, or overconfidence in, these weap- 
ons.

Next 
comes the Skybolt, for which additional 
funds have been provided, It will in- 
crease the capability of the B-52 quite 
significantly. 

The revised budget also provides ad- 
ditional funds to strengthen our forces 
for limited war purposes. Air Force re- 
sponsibilities are to provide the addi- 
tional air lift and to further improve 
ground support capabilities. We are 
also developing a wholly new high per- 
formance tactical fighter suitable for use 
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by all the services. 

In the course of the budget revision, 
the Aircraft Nuclear Propulsion pro- 
gram, was studied most carefully. The 
drastic cutback in this program re- 
flects the difficulty of defining a specific 
military application for the proposed 
type of airborne vehicle at the time 
period when it would be available. 

The applications are clear, however, 
for such systems as Midas and Defender, 
both of which receive additional funds 
under the revised budget. Both would

SPACE 


No discussion of the posture of the 
Air Force can be complete without em- 
phasis on the changes which are com- 
ing so rapidly with man’s knowledge of 
space. 

The United States and the Free World 
must ensure that the means of earth 
domination inherent in .space mastery 
not be preempted by the enemies of 
freedom. This nation and her allies 
have no choice but to extend our influ- 
ence into space to the end that no na- 
tion shall be disfranchised in space, and 
no nation shall be disfranchised on 
earth through dominance of space by 
another, 

Our situation is serious, Over the past 
decade, the Soviets have evidently had 
their sights set upon mastery and dom- 
inance of space. Our sights have been 
set upon defense of freedom and re- 
storation of the health of the Free 
World. As a result, the Soviets today 
have a greater space capability and an 
earlier promise of machines to work in 
space, 

The Air Force has been assigned very 
heavy responsibilities for research and 
development for aerospace systems. 
Other services must also utilize space, 
and they retain initiative for the pro- 
gram necessary to their roles and mis- 
sions. Properly, the Secretary of De- 
fense holds the authority to assign fol- 
low-on responsibility. To meet these new 
responsibilities, the Air Force is ex- 
tensively changing its organization, The 
purpose will be to fix more precisely 
the responsibility for development of 
complete systems, and to ensure re- 
sponsiveness to defense needs. 

Our working relationships with the 
National Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration, which have been good, will be 
more direct and more effectively re- 
sponsive to policy guidance from the 
Nationai Space Council. Facilities and 
resources of NASA and the Air Force 
complement each other. What each of 
us learns, the other needs. 

Problems of organization and intra- 
governmental cooperation are minor 
compared to the inherent difficulties of 
research, development, and production 
for aerospace operations. 

Every skill and competence and man- 
agement technique that our military 
establishment can find must be em- 
ployed for the challenge which con- 
fronts us. The Air Force pledges its 
every resource and energy to the end 
of holding free man’s access to space 
and his freedom from _ space-imposed 
tyranny, 


REVISED BUDGET REQUEST 


Turning now to some of the specifics 
of our revised budget request the Janu- 
ary budget provided for a total of 
$17.8564 billion in new obligational au- 
thority, including military construction, 
while that which we now propose totals 
$18.2294 billion—an increase of $373 mil- 
lion. In discussing these amendments I 
will confine my remarks to new obliga- 
tional authority amounts. 


MILITARY PERSONNEL 
CATEGORY 


In the Military Personnel category 
the January budget totalled $4 billion 
162 million for the active Air Force, 
Reserve Personnel, and for National 
Guard Personnel. 

No changes are proposed in the ap- 
propriations for the reserve forces. We 
do, however, request an increase in ac- 
tive Air Force strength to increase the

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number of B-52s and B-47s on ground 
alert. This increase in alert posture 
makes additional aircraft available for 
launch within the warning time pro- 


vided by BMEWS and other warning 
systems. A net increase of $9 million 
in new appropriations is required 


to provide an end-FY 1962 military 
strength of 824,900. The additional $9 
million does not, however, cure a basic 
deficiency in the January budget. Cer- 
tain arbitrary reductions were made dur- 
ing the review phase of the _ initial 
budget estimate affecting terminal] leave 
payments, proficiency pay, and travel. 
Also, subsequent increase in MATS 
tariff rates will create additional fund- 
ing problems. 


OPERATION AND 
MAINTENANCE 


No change is proposed for Air Nation- 
al Guard O&M funding, However, we 
propose to increase the # billion 340 
million previously requested for O&M 
Air Force by $37 million. 

The largest single amount added is 
for increased readiness training, and 
operational deployments and exercises 
of tactical forces. Insofar as practicable, 
these exercises will be conducted jointly 
with other Air Force, Army and Navy 
units. 

Funds have also been added to pro- 
vide a manual Ground Control Intercept 
(GCI) capability at a number of heavy 
radar sites. This will give us a limited 
back-up manual control and identifica- 
tion capability as insurance against 
severe damage to the SAGE system. 

We must also finance the operation of 
the Strategic Air Command’s airborne 
command post, SAC’s capability to prop- 
erly execute its mission involves main- 
taining a command element and its con- 
trol system in an airborne posture at 
all times. The overall system must have 
the ability to (1) relax execution in- 
structions to the strike force with or 
without the aid of ground environment 
and (2) participate in the redirection of 
subsequent strike efforts. 

The final increase requested in the 
O&M appropriation is to provide cer- 
tain communication display facilities at 
SAC bases. These, coupled with ground 
alert and launch control procedures 
subject to positive control, will preclude 
delay of ground alert response in the 
event of destruction of the SAC Con- 
trol Center. The local commander (in 
the absence of communication from his 
higher headquarters) could thus make 
the decision to launch his alert forces 
under positive control. 

The revised O&M budget does not 
ameliorate the arbitrary reduction of 
$80 million—unidentified as to program 
element—which was made during the 
review of our initial estimate before it 
was transmitted to the Congress in 
January, Neither is provision made for 
some $24 million to finance training as- 
sociated with the expanded bomber 
ground alert. I request that these defi- 
ciencies be weighed in balance with 
such other adjustments as your review 
= our estimates may appear to dic- 
ate. 


PROCUREMENT 
APPROPRIATIONS 


Turning now to the major procure- 
ment appropriations, the January budget 
provided for a total NOA request of 
$6.985 billion. The adjustments we now 
propose will have the net effect of in- 
creasing this request by $96 million. The 
revised total is $7.81 billion. I shall dis- 
cuss the amendments by individual ap- 
propriation account, 


AIRCRAFT PROCUREMENT 


The request for Aircraft Procurement, 
as submitted last January, provided for 
continued production of KC-135 tankers, 
F-105D tactical fighters, and over 200 
T-38, T-39 and TO trainer aircraft. 
Amounts were also included for guided 











aircraft rockets, advanced buys toward 
the RF-105 and RC-130, and the usual 
direct support items such as common 
ground support equipment, component 
improvements, replenishment spares, 
and so on. B-70 funding then envisaged 
a program leading toward development 
and test on a full weapon system basis. 

The revised budget request for the 
B-70 program is $220 million—a reduc- 
tion of $138 million below the January 
estimate. The revised program will con- 
tinue development—but aimed at a re- 
oriented system and a smaller number 
of prototype aircraft. 

An increase in the KC-135 FY 1962 
program is required to compensate for 
adjustments made in earlier programs 
to bolster airlift capabilities at the 
earliest practicable date. 

The F-105 tactical fighters will consti- 
tute the backbone of the USAF limited 
war capability during the 1960s, Mod- 
ifications, estimated to cost $25 million, 
to increase firepower selectivity and im- 
prove the world-wide deployment ¢ca- 
pability of the F-105 constitutes an- 
other adjustment to the January budget. 

In summary, then, we now have a re- 
vised total of $2 billion 989 million for 
Aircraft Procurement — $51 million less 
than the January budget. The increases 
I described total $93.9 million. The B-70 
adjustment, plus a $6.9 million financing 
change, offset this increase by $144.9 mil- 
lion. 


AIRLIFT MODERNIZATION 


In the Airlift Modernization program 
there are alsoa number of changes, which 
I shall summarize briefly.

We plan to accelerate procurement of | 


C-130Bs with FY 1961 funds, as well as 
purchase 30 C-135s to improve interim 
airlift capabilities. In addition, we wish 
to increase the total number of C-130Es 
from the 50 previously programmed to 
99, of which 83 are in the 1962 program. 

Partially offsetting these increases is a 
reduction in the FY 1962 C-130B buy pro- 
gram, some of which were advanced to 
an FY 1961 buy. 


All aircraft presently programmed for | 
procurement from this appropriation will | 


be equipped with regular engines. 
The adjustments I have described in- 
crease the Airlift Modernization NOA re- 


quest by $141 million. The revised FY | 


1962 total is $298 million. 


MISSILE PROCUREMENT 


In the Missile Procurement appropria- 


tion, the January budget proposed a total 
of $2.811 billion. Changes now proposed 
in certain ballistic missile programs will 


have the net effect of reducing the pre- | 
vious FY 1962 appropriation request by | 


$19 million. 


The Atlas program was carried in the |

The Minuteman program, as funded in | 


the previous budget, was oriented toward 
the deployment of both fixed and mobile 
squadrons. A number of changes are now 
proposed in this program. 

First we propose to augment Minute- 
man production capacity, to provide ca- 
pacity to support the deployment of this 
missile at an accelerated rate should the 
need arise. We will initiate this augmen- 
tation in the current fiscal year. 

Second, we propose more test and train- 
ing firings—this, to increase confidence 
in SAC crews—and to insure the crews’ 
confidence in the system. The develop- 
ment time of our strategic missiles has

tory, therefore, to demonstrate perform- 


ance based on actual firings in lieu of | 
statistical estimations. These additional | 


missiles will provide this performance 
demonstration. 


Third, we will accelerate the Minute- 
man deployment rate. This speedup will 
provide additional hardened and dis- 
persed missiles, as well as protection of 
long leadtime items, sub-assemblies and 


sub-systems. By these means we can ma- | 


terially increase production and deploy- 
ment of additional missiles should such 
an acceleration be decided upon later. 

Finally, we intend to defer deployment 
of the mobile Minuteman, This is not a 
cancellation; neither does it 
decrease in ultimate force objectives. 
Rather, it is a diversion of current effort. 
It is a substitution of fixed for mobile 
squadrons, No funds remain in the 1962 
budget for the mobile version. Develop- 
ment effort will continue to the extent 
that applicable FY 1961 funds permit. 

In summary then, the revised request 
for Missile Procurement totals $2.792 bil- 
lion, or $19 million less than in the Janu- 
ary budget. 


OTHER PROCUREMENT 


We now propose an increase of $25 mil- 
lion to the $977 million previously budg- 
eted for Other Procurement. This in- 
crease is needed to buy minimum quan- 
tities of essential items of ammunition 
and ground support equipment to aug- 
ment our limited war capabilities. Pro- 
vision is made for (1) increased supplies 
of modern ammunition and weapons of 
greatly increased effectiveness; (2) in- 
creased quantities of new and improved 
fuzes for older weapons; (3) new muni- 
tions handling equipment, including 
bomb dispensers for use with the new 
bombs; (4) initial procurement of air 
transportable fuel storage and dispensing 
units for fuel servicing of TAC and MATS 
aircraft at remote locations, and (5) min- 
imum quantities of miscellaneous ground 
support equipment for the tactical forces 
to facilitate operation in and out of re- 
mote primitive airstrips. 


RESEARCH, DEVELOPMENT, 
TEST, & EVALUATION 


Numerous changes are recommended 
in the Research, Development, Test and 
Evaluation appropriation. As opposed to 
the $1.637 billion in the January budget, 
we now request $1.878 billion, an increase 
of $241 million. 

Sixty million dollars of this increase is 
required to prevent slippage and extra 
development risk in the Midas program. 
The increase will provide augmented re- 
search and development, thus giving 
greater depth and confidence in the basic 
development effort. 

Funds have been added for the GAM- 
87 (Skybolt) development program. The 
program now calls for a first launch and 
operational availability significantly ear- 
lier than contemplated in the January 
budget. 

We also recommend additional funds 
to accelerate first flight and operational 
availability of a highly improved tactical 
fighter. This program is designed to meet 
Air Force, Army and Navy requirements 
for an advanced tactical fighter. 

An increase is requested in the Dyna 
Soar program over the amount contained 
in the earlier budget. The ability to re- 
cover men and equipment from space is a 
fundamental military requirement, and 
military use of space can never be fully 
exploited until positive recovery is as- 
sured. Return to a specific predetermined 
base must be possible from a selected 
orbit or series of orbits. Manual control 
of vehicle and equipment with maximum 
vehicle maneuverability is necessary to 
obtain flexibility and reliability. The 
Dyna Soar program is designed to satisfy 
these basic requirements.

The Discoverer program has also been | 


increased in the revised budget. This pro- 
gram, one of the most successful early 
efforts in satellite development, is a re- 
search effort in support of flight test 
satellites. 

We also recommend augmentation of 
the program for missile penetration aids. 

We consider it necessary to increase 
our applied research effort—particularly 


in the tactical forces area. We intend to | 


accelerate and initiate numerous proj- 
ects, all having limited war application, 
as well as general war usefulness. In- 
cluded are improved anti-tank and anti- 
personnel weapons, advanced recognition 


techniques, electronic jamming equip- 
ment, reconnaissance interpretation 
studies, and tactical warfare system 
studies. 


The Saint program is also being aug- 
mented. The increase provides minimum 
funding necessary for this project. 

Another increase will provide for initi- 
ation of the design and development of 
an improved, fully automatic airborne 
switching system. This effort is asso- 
ciated with the SAC airborne command 
post requirement. 

Finally, funds have been added to the 
hyper-environment test system program. 
This is a low cost-multi-stage configured 
rocket vehicle, popularly known as Blue 
Scout, which is capable of ejecting an in- 
strumented payload. 

Partially offsetting the increases, which 
total $276 million, is a decrease of $35 mil- 


lion in the ANP—aircraft, nuclear pro- 
pulsion—program. Department of De- 


fense effort on this program will termi- 
nate, AEC effort is also to terminate as 
far as the nuclear power plants for air- 
craft are concerned. AEC will, however, 
continue basic research on reactors and 
high temperature metals. 


MILITARY CONSTRUCTION 


For Military Construction we are rec- 
ommending an increase to place the GCI 
equipment at heavy radar sites. I referred 
to this program earlier. 

Adjustment is also made in consonance 
with the increased hardened and dis- 
persed Minuteman deployment, A reduc- 
tion, associated with the cancellation of 
2 Titan squadrons is contained in the re- 
vised budget. The new estimate is $550 
million—$29 million above the January 
submission, 


CONCLUSION 


In summary, the pace of the threat to 
national security is increasing and the 
budget revisions are designed to strength- 
en our military posture to meet that 
threat. The integrated contribution of 
the Air Force in the strategic, tactical 
and defense roles—today and tomorrow 
is fundamental to success, I believe we 
can match this quickening pace and meet 
the threat throughout the spectrum of 
hot and cold war.”

The teaching training program is conducted by the Duke Mathematics De- 
partment with National Science Foundation support. Each class spends a full year 
at Duke, starting and ending during the summer school period of the university 
calendar. Managers of the program are Dr. John J. Gergen, Chairman of the Duke 
Mathematics Department, and Dr. T. D. Reynolds, of staff. 

The trainees take courses in mathematics for teachers, finite mathematics, 
modern algebra, solid analytic geometry, theory of equations, statistics; and the 
teaching of mathematics. 

Enrollment is limited to officers who fulfill the normal qualifications for en- 
trance into the Duke Graduate School. The size of the group is limited to about 
12 officers, this being the maximum number that can be accorded teaching experi- 
ence at Duke, within the existing framework. Practice teaching is an important 
aspect of the program. 


Program Cost Is $1200 

Cost of the program to the individual is approximately $1200, covering the full 
12-month course, exclusive of living expenses. 

For retired officers who qualify and are accepted, the Duke program offers 
an excellent means of embarking on a new career during the post-50 years. Due 
to the national need for first-rate teachers both at school and college level, the 
graduates of the program have little difficulty in locating good teaching situations. 
They leave Duke with a Master of Arts degree in teaching, with a major in 
mathematics. This degree qualifies the holder to teach in secondary schools or col- 
leges, giving instruction in mathematics through calculus. 

All 16 graduates of the first two years of this program are now employed as 
teachers of mathematics, at salaries ranging from a low of $4200 to a high of $7100 
for a nine-months academic year. Most of the upcoming graduates of the third 
course have already found teaching positions. 

In many instances the graduates have dovetailed the new teaching locus with 
other aspects of their retirement program. One man teachers in a California city 
school that is a few blocks away from a house that he had owned during his period 
of active duty. Other graduates are located in Navy towns such as Norfolk, Va., 
or Charleston, S. C. A number of the retired Army officers have found billets at 
military schools and colleges.

| Service Families Will Add 80,000 


Next Year; MediCare Costs Will Rise | 


LMOST 80,000 family members will be addeq to the Armed Forces population 

during the next year, with a resultant increase of $6.9 million in MediCare 
costs. 

Brig. Gen. Floyd L. Wergeland, former Executive Director of the Office for 
Dependents’ Medical Care, reports that when the program was started, Service 
families had 1.27 children, but “now we are up to 1.78 children per family.” 

General Wergeland has told Congress that approximately 3 million eligible 
dependents have received in-hospital care under the program during the four 
years it has been in operation. Of this number, he said, 19 million were treated 
in Service hospitals and 1.1 million in civilian hospitals 


Baby Every Two Minutes 

Almost half of the admissions, General Wergeland said in testimony released 
by the House Military Appropriations Subcommittee, have been maternity patients, 
He told the committee that “on the average, one baby has been born every two 
minutes under the MediCare program.” 

Average annual cost of the civilian care provided under the program, General 
Wergeland said, has been about $71 million, Obligations during the current fiscal 
year are expected to total about $66.3 million, and during the coming fiscal year, 
$73.2 million, 

Most of the increased cost, the General said, can be attributed to the growing 
number of dependents and rising hospital service charges. There has been no 
change in doctors’ fees and none is anticipated, he said. 

Biggest user of the MediCare program is the Air Force, Statistics presented to 
the committee by General Wergeland show that more than 200,000 claims (physi- 
cians and hospitals) were paid for Air Force families during fiscal ’60, and 86,14 
so far during the current fiscal year. 

In the Navy, the fiscal ’60 claims for both doctor and hospital fees totalled 
167,776; with 80,518 so far in fiscal ’61. 

In the Army, 121,777 claims were paid in fiscal ’60 and 57,990 thus far in the 
current fiscal year. 

Family strength figures for all three Services, as disclosed by General Werge- 
land, show that the Air Force expects to have 1,622,000 dependents during fiscal 
62; the Army, 1,350,000, and the Navy 920,000, This is an increase of 77,000 over 
the previous fiscal year: 48,000 in the Army, 27,000 in the Air Force and two 
thousand in the Navy. 


General Wergeland Praised 
Representative Gerald R. Ford, jr, (Mich), ranking Republican on the com- 
mittee, praised General Wergeland for his administration of the program. 
Congressman Ford recalled that the program “got a black eye” in its early 
days, but is now “on the right track.” He told General Wergeland that “if it 
continues along this trend it will be well received by this committee and the 
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Region.

$15 Per Diem 


HE Defense Department has asked 

Congress to increase the maximum 
per diem allowance for members of the 
Armed Forces to $15 a day and to auth- 
orize the reimbursement “for actual ex- 
penses” for certain types of travel. 

At present members of the Armed 
Forces are authorized up to $12 a day 
for per diem in lieu of subsistence. Re- 
cent Administration studies have found 
that the total average cost of sub- 
sistence items included in the per diem 
is $15.30 per day. The President has 
asked for an increase to $15 for all 
civilian employees. 

Secretary of the Army Elvis J. Stahr, 
jr.. who submitted the Pentagon pro- 
posal to Congress, said: “Where mili- 
tary personnel are required to travel on 
assignments which necessitate personal 
expenditures well in excess of the reim- 
bursement which would be obtained at 
the allowable per diem rate, section II 
of the proposal would authorize reim- 
bursement for actual expenses not in 
excess of $25 a day. 

He added: “Situations sometimes arise 
where the military traveller is required 
to use more expensive accommodations 
than is usually the case. For example, 
where rooms are hard to obtain because 
of large gathering in the city, or where 
temporary duty in a disaster area is re- 
quired, or the locality has but one hotel 
military personnel may be required to 
use the only accommodations available 
and in these situations the Government 
representative sometimes finds that the 
cost of the least expensive rooms ex- 
ceeds the entire per diem.” 


Civilian employees of the Federal 
Government already are authorized “ac- 
tual expenses” under such  circum- 


stances, but Secretary Stahr noted that 
military personnel are required to “bear 
the cost of this travel from personal 
funds.”

end of the school year the Secretary of 
the Army or the Secrteary of the Air 
Force may nominate qualified alternates 
and other qualified candidates to fill up 
the vacancies. 

The proposal also would permit the 
Services to enroll up to 40 young men 
from friendly nations at each of the 
Service academies.

time in the future provide our principal 
means of deterrence and our greatest 
offensive capability, that time has not 
come as yet,’ Chairman Vinson said. He 
added that the Committee was “unani- 
mous in its belief that this country needs 
the proper mix of missiles and bombers. 
After all, the missile can do only one of 
two things, it can go or not go. A bomber, 
on the other hand, has an almost infinite 
variety of capabilities. It can carry all 
kinds of weapons, it can proceed and be 
recalled, it can go a certain distance and 
wait for a command, it can perform 
reconnaissance, it can do just about 
anything.” 

The Chairman observed that Secretary 
of Defense McNamara has said on a num- 
ber of occasions that the Defense reap- 
praisal ordered by President Kennedy is 
only in a preliminary stage at this time. 
He said he could not anticipate the Sec- 
retary’s conclusions as the study pro- 
gresses, but added that he wonders if 
Mr, McNamara “will not arrive at the 
same conclusion that the Committee did 
that we should keep the bomber assem- 
bly lines going. Everybody knows that if 
we stop the line, it will cost us a great 
deal of money to get it started again 
and we don’t get very much for the 
money spent in starting it up in the way 
of actual aircraft.” 


No B-70 Change 


The Committee made no change in the 
North American B-70 bomber program 
as proposed in the Kennedy budget, al- 
though Chairman Vinson did acknowl- 
edge that some on the Committee had 
voted to go ahead with the full weapons 
system. However, he said, while the cut 
in the B-70 program caused the Commit- 
tee “some concern at first” the group 
“found that the Kennedy program will 
permit an orderly development of the 
B-70 and will provide an opportunity to 
find out a great many things about the 
B-70 which must be known before the 


final decision on its complete develop- 
ment can be made.” 
This year marks the first time that 


the Armed Services Committee had writ- 
ten an authorization bill for all major 
weapons of the Defense Department.

vent public disclosure of Service dis- 
agreements has led to a _ preliminary 
decision not to release the revised 
Bolté Report.

Naval Aviation, Past And Future, 
Will Be Surveyed At IAS Meeting 


Top-ranking spokesmen from _ the 
Navy, civilian agencies of government, 
industries, the scientific-technical com- 
munity and universities will meet in 
San Diego 19-24 August to commemorate 
the past 50 years of Naval flight and to 
forecast Navy aerospace activities for 
the next half century.
